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The attention of the world is at this 
moment directed to the city which, as the 
ancient rival of imperial Rome, as the 
centre for so many centuries of Greek 
learning, arts and religion, and as the 
capital of the once aggressive and much- 
dreaded Turks, has always occupied a 
large place in the history of Europe. 
One might' add, also, in the history of 
western Asia, for Stamb'oul, although a 
European city, is the capital of an 
Asiatic empire, and it occupies the only 
direct road between the two continents. 
A book that should give a good descrip- 
tion of this ancient and curious metrop- 
olis, and of the medley of races which 
throng its streets, and which, in ever so 
transitory a sense of the word, call it 
their home, would have therefore at this 
time a special timeliness and interest.

Italian writer, (author of "A Journey 
through Holland," "Spain and the Span- 
iards," etc., etc.) in his Constantinople^ a

We add a characteristic extract from 
the author's description of Turkish 
women, as quoted by De Gubernatis v — 

" The chapter on the Turkish Women 
is perhaps the most important and the 
cleverest, flavored with a little touch of 
maliciousness, that both conquers and 
pleases the reader. See, for example, 
with what talent he describes the impres- 
sion made upon him by the veils : 

* Such is the art with which they adjust 
the jasmaec, jthat the pretty seem beauti- 
ful and the ugly passable. One cannot 
describe what they do with their two 
veils ; with what elegance they trim them 
like crowns and turbans — with what 
luxuriance and wealth of folds they twist 
them around — with what lightness and 
carelessness they loosen them and let 
them fall — how they use them to discover, 
to hide, to promote, to propose enigmas, 
to reveal unexpectedly little surprises. 
Some seem as if they had around their 
heads a white transparent cloud that 
could be dispersed with the slightest 
breeze ; others appear to be garlanded 
with lilies and jessamine. They seem to 
have white skins, that protected by their 
veils, acquire an enchanting softness and 
freshness. *Tis a head-gear at once se 
vere and pleasing, and has something 
sacerdotal and virginal about it, under 
which there should rise nought but gentle 
thoughts and innocent caprices ; instead 
there arises — a little of everything.* " 

The picture given by De Amicis of 
the Lent of Constantinople, is also charac- 
teristic : " Finding myself at Constan- 
tinople in the month of Ramazan, which 
is the ninth month of the Turkish year, 
in which falls the Mussulman season of 
Lent, I witnessed every evening a comedy 
which is worth description. During the 
whole of Lent it is prohibited to the 
Turks to eat, drink, or smoke, from the 
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rising of the sun to the setting. Almost 
all, consequently, spend the night in eat- 
ing and drinking ; but as long as the sun 
is above the horizon, almost all respect 
the religious precept, and no one dares 
to transgress it publicly. One morning 
my friend and I went to visit an ac- 
quaintance, one of the Sultan's aid-de- 
camps, an unprejudiced young officer, 
and we found him in a room on the 
ground floor of the imperial palace, with 
a cup of coffee in his hand. " What ! " 
exclaimed Yank, " do you dare to take 
coffee after sunrise ? " The officer shrug- 
ged his shoulders and replied that he 
laughed af Ramazan and fasting ; but 
just at that moment a door opened sud- 
denly, and he made so rapid a movement 
to hide his cup that he overturned it, and 
spilt it on his boot. It may be under- 
stood from this how rigorous is the ab- 
stinence imposed upon those who are 
all day long under the eyes of others ; 
the boatmen, for instance. It is amus- 
ing to plant one's self upon the bridge 
of the Sultan Valid^ a few minutes be- 
fore the sun goes down. About a thou- 
sand boatmen may be seen at this point, 
far and near, going and coming, or sit- 
ting still. They have everyone been 
fasting since dawn, are wild with hunger, 
and have their little suppers ready in the 
caique, and their eyes continually move 
from the food to the sun, from the sun 
to the food, while there is a general 
agitation and restlessness among them, 
as in a menagerie when the animals are 
about to be fed. The disappearance of 
the sun is announced by a gun. Before 
that longed-for moment no one puts a 
crust of bread or a drop of water into 
his mouth. Sometimes, in a corner of 
the Golden Horn, we tried to bribe out 
boatmen to eat before the lawful mo- 
ment, but they always answered: lok ! 
I ok ! lok ! no ! no ! no ! pointing to the 
sun with a timorous gesture. When the 
sun is half hidden, they begin to take the 
food in their hands ; when there is noth- 
ing but a thin luminous arch, then those 
who are motionless, and those who are 



rowing, those who are crossing the 
Golden Horn and those who are skim- 
ming over the Bosphorus, those who are 
sailing in the Sea of Marmora and -those 
who are resting in the most solitary bays 
of the Asiatic shore, all with one accord 
turn towards the west and stand fixed, 
with their eyes on the sun, mouths ©pen, 
bread in hand, and joy in the visage. 
When nothing is visible but one small 
fiery point, at last the fiery point vanishes, 
the cannon thunders, and in that very 
instant, thirty-two thousand teeth bite 
off enormous morsels from a thousand 
pieces of bread ; but what am I saying ? 
A thousand ! In every house, in every 
cafe, in every cavern the same thing is 
happening at the same moment ; and for 
a few minutes the Turkish city is nothing 
but a monster with a hundred thousand 
mouths, that eats and drinks."

EXTRACTS FROM AN ESSAY BY JOHN MORLEY, ON 

RECENT LITERATURE. 



The most trivial book published is a piece of the life of its own day, and might 
help some historian to illustrate truths unsuspected by its author. As one may 
talk without knowing how the tongue is moved, so one may talk also without 
knowing the significance of what one says. But a people without a literature 
would be in a worse case than a man without a tongue, for a tongueless man can 
think, and act upon his thinking. Literature is, for a commonwealth, much more 
than utterance — it is a main part of the very act of thought. It forms opinion, 
determines action, reasons out all problems that concern the welfare of the many. 
The' meditation in a single brain that precedes action of the individual is chiefly a 
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trial against each other of the force of arguments that point to opposite conclu- 
sions, and this is represented in the public brain by energies of diverse minds. 
Some books represent such a process of reasoning ; some represent simply spiritual 
aspiration ; some the animal tendencies, some the vices of the body politic. It is 
one of the blessings of a free press that we get our due proportion of bad books. 
There is no help for a patient who conceals his symptoms. Our literature is so 
free that we can see ourselves in it almost wholly ; and have, at any rate, material 
enough from which to judge wherein our best strength lies, where also, and how 
far, it is endangered. Since men are born to differ in opinion, and to get at truth 
by doing so, it is not to be expected or desired that critics should agree in their 
interpretations of what they observe, or even that they should succeed in seeing 
the same thing as the same thing. Let it be enough for us that it is something. 
We may agree that the study of a book does not end with the finding in it of this 
or that passage to admire or to condemn, or even with finest criticism that treats 
of it only as an isolated piece of thought. * * * 

In every time there is a central line of energy working in a definite direction 
within all intellectual work, and in our time the direction of this line of energy is 
in part determined, and its force has been much increased, by the impulse given 
at the great French Revolution. We do not in these days take the course to 
which that Revolution pointed, though we seek a way to the same end. The end 
sought is, of course, in general terms, the common good ; but the particular work 
to be done for attainment of that, as well as the conception of the sort of good to 
be attained, differs at different dates. While a nation grows by increase of the 
number of its citizens who can think safely for themselves, its government has to 
abate more and more its claim to think for them and to perscribe the limits of 
their action. The history of an advancing people becomes in part a story of such 
gradual adaptation to new circumstances ; and as all change of this kind is the 
result of conflicts of opinion, there is a period in the history of every country in 
which it may perhaps be said that the central line of energy runs through a contest 
on the limit of authority. * * * 

True reason and true religion are so closely in accord, that reason applied to 
artificial life by French philosophers who put aside the Bible had an aim closely 
akin to that of Wesley in his preaching. The preacher saw a dead religion, and, 
without discarding it, he sought to give it life. He dwelt with intense energy 
upon the duties of the Christian, and, in his own way, endeavored to stir, and did 
stir, thousands to a new resolve. They must resolve that their religion, no longer 
a form, should make them attempt really to live up to the Christian ideal : visiting 
the prisoners, comforting the poor, putting aside envy, hatred, malice, and all 
uncharitableness. Without breaking down the fences of theology, the Methodists, 
at the same time when Joseph Butltr reasoned with doubt in his Analogy^ began to 
spread their zeal for being and not only seeming Christians, But outside the fences 
of theology a like zeal was at work, an issue of the same reaction against a corrupt 
formalism. There Reason set up a ideal of fraternity and brotherhood, which 
was not unlike that of the Sermon on the Mount. Montesquieu studied the 
English Revolution, and in his book, published in 1748, DeV Esprit des Lois^ based 
upon our experience the doctrines by which he thought France might profit. 
But bold thinkers were then looking beyond a mere imitation of the English 
Revolution. They sought a vital change in the relations between man and man. 
Rousseau, in 1750, argued upon the question proposed by the Academy of Dijon — 
'What is the origin of inequality among men, and is it authorized by the law of 
nature ?' — that the advantage a man has over the brute in being able to aim at 
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perfection may JDC, after all, the chief source of his misery, and that, terrible as 
the thought is, he might have been a benefactor who first taught the dwellers by 
the banks of the Orinoco to flatten their foreheads that they might destroy the 
power of their brains. 

In his Contrat Social^ which became a text book of the French Revolution, 
Rousseau argued afterwards that we had become decrepid through excess of 
civilization, that man in a state of nature was a type from which we have too far 
departed, and therefore that we must retrace our steps and work for the rejuven- 
sence of the world The pride of intellect was spent in praise of vegetable life. 
Religion, some said, was corrupt, therefore, they said, religion was an evil ; it was 
not separable from superstition. Civilization, some said, was corrupt, therefore, they 
said, civilization was an evil ; it was not inseparable from injustice. 'I'he tendency of 
many thinkers was to dwell upon the simple harmlessness of savage life, of man 
as he was supposed to have been when in the state of nature ; and the frequent 
argument was that we should retrace our steps, go back instead of going forwards. 
But in truth the fault was, in each case, not the too much but the too little. Men 
needed, as they still need, to be religious, and they needed, as they need, to be 
more civilized. They will not be more religious till they place the spirit high 
above the letter, and prove their opinions by the lives that come of them. Great 
advance has been made since 1750, but it would still be an exaggeration in their 
favor to call any people upon earth half civilized. It is a far journey yet to what 
Mr. Tennyson has called * the crowning race.' 

However they might disagree as to the remedy, the reasoners of the last centur^ 
had no difficulty in finding the disease. They broke the armor of conceit, and 
caused men who had gone about glorying in their high civilization to admit into 
their minds a new and startling sense of what they might be and were not. 
Helvetius, in his book De I'Esprity pubHshed in 1758, said : * If a sage descended 
from heaven, and in his conduct consulted only the light of reason, he would 
universally pass for a fool. He would be, as Socrates says, like a physician whom 
the pastrycooks accused before a tribunal of children of forbidding pies and tarts. 
He would certainly be condemned.' An English Methodist of the same date 
might have said that : only his word would have been * religion ' where Helvetius 
said * reason.' Nor was there essential difference in the kind of relation between 
man and man that each regarded as the proper aim of life. * * * 

This dominant truth of our own time is at the heart of all Mr. Carlyle's writing. 
If we hold that he sometimes overrates the backsliding of the age, that is but a 
form of enthusiam for each man's fidelity to truth. If we hold that he sometimes 
makes of the strong man his hero with conception of a too despotic power in his 
strength, that is but a form of enthusiasm for the force of individual life by which 
a mastery is won. His hero-worship in all forms is but a dwelling on the strength 
each has within himself to be what he seldom is.

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The thermometer stands " among the 
nineties," and " light literature " is again 
in order. The connection between the 
position of the mercury and the ** speci- 
fic gravity " of books is a real ** curiosity 
of literature/* and certainly deserves the 
attention of some philosophical enquirer. 

If it is really the case that ideas are 
uniformly expanded and attenuated by 
heat, and solidified and strengthened by 
cold, there ought certainly to be a good 
market in Greenland for the heaviest 
standard literature, and we shall expect 
to find the best examples bf "Whip- 
syllabub " volumes in some " Equatorial " 
series of summer books warranted to be 
adapted to " ioo° in the shade." 

Whatever may be the scientific causa- 
tion, the fact is indubitable that, with the 
approach of July, the portly folios and 
solid octavos retire into seclusion, and 
the bookseller's counters blossom out 
instead with gaily- tinted little sixteen- 
mos, whose contents are warranted to 
refresh and to cheer (without inebriat- 
ing) minds which have been brought to 
a state of lassitude by the work and 
study of the departed winter, or by the 
heat and leisure of the present summer. 

The volumes that are to accomplish 
this desirable task, though slight in sub- 
stance, need n6t be flimsy in texture ; 
and while not weighty with instruction, 
may still in their own piquant and 
sprightly way have a moral to point. 

Nonsense of a high order, (and none 
other is endurable) is, in its right place, 
the highest wisdom, — and the highest 
art is, in fact, called into play in giving 
a light and graceful expression to 
thoughts and themes of real value and 
importance. 



The publishers venture to hope that 
these several requirements of good light 
literature will be found to have been met 
by the volumes on their present sum- 
mer list. These include : Six to One, a 
Nantucket Idyl ; the summer experience 
of an editor who went to Nantucket for 
rest for an over-tasked brain, and who, 
under the refreshing influence of an en- 
vironment of unlimited ocean and girls 
(especially girls) found rest and — some- 
thing else.

THE REPORT OF THE COPYRIGHT COMMISSION OF 

GREAT BRITAIN. 



(From the London Spectator^ 

The report of the Select Committee on Copyright deals with ground covered 
by fourteen Acts of Parliament. Of these Acts, the Commissioners have to speak 
in that disrespectful way which English Law usually deserves, when regarded as 
the result of a scientific process. In the present case, it " is wholly destitute of 
any sort of arrangement, incomplete, often obscure, and even when it is intelligible 
upon long study, it is in many parts so ill- expressed that no one who does not 
give such study to it can expect to understand it." Acts of Parliament framed 
in this fashion are likely to be rich in arbitrary distinctions. Thus the term of 
copyright in books is not the same as in paintings, engravings, or sculpture. The 
term of copyright in a lecture printed and published is not the same as the term 
of copyright in a book. The term of copyright in a lecture publicly delivered, 
but not printed and published, is wholly uncertain ; while as regards music pub- 
licly performed, but not printed and published, it is doubtful^ and may be per- 
petual. A system of registration is provided for books and paintings, though its 
effect in the two cases is different, but for dramatic pieces and for lectures or 
engravings there is no registration. Newspapers occupy a position of peculiar 
uncertainty. It has bee decided that there is some sort of copyright in them, 
but that they are not books within the meaning of the Copyright Act of 1842. 
Yet the question whether there is such a thing as Copyright at Common Law 
apart trom statute has never been decided, and the Courts have always leant to 
the opinion that there is not. Now that the Report of the Commission has been 
published, it will be the fault of the Government if these anomalies remain in 
being much longer. The Commissioners have enjoyed the very great advantage 
of having Sir James Stephen for a colleague, and he has drawn up for their use 



f^^^w^^ 
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a Digest of the existing law, which ^makes the fourteen statutes in which it is 
contained as intelligible as it is in their nature to be. In the margin of this digest 
the changes recommended by the Commissioners are noted, so that all that 
remains for the legislator to do is to determine whether he will codify the law as 
It is, or as the Commissioners think it should be, or as some one else thinks it 
should be. Sir James Stephen arranges the law in six chapters, dealing respec- 
tively with copyright at Common Law in unpublished documents and works of 
art, with copyright in books ; with copyright in dramatic pieces, lectures and 
works of art ; with registration, with the penal ies for the infringement of copy- 
right, and with international copyright. The Commission follow the same order 
in their Report. In the present article we shall only deal with their recommen- 
dations as to Copyright in Books. 

We shall not enter upon the question raised by Sir Louis Mallet, whether 
there ought to be law of copyright at all. As an abstract issue, it is one of 
great interest, and Sir Louis Mallet's argument against the recognition of the 
right is able and weighty. But we feel no doubt that to recommend the total 
abolition of copyright would not only shock public opinion unnecessarily, but 
tend to foster a wholly false notion of the relative importance of ideas and 
material property. There are reasons why an author's right to his books should 
not be held to confer the same rights as a farmer's right to his sheep or turnips, 
but they are not reasons which would impress common-place minds. The con- 
clusion arrived at by minds of this description, supposing copyright to be abol- 
ished, would be that books were of less value than sheep or turnips. If they 
were of equal value, it would be argued, the law would take equal care of them, 
but by refusing to take equal care of them, the law shows that it thinks the 
unprotected article of very much less moment than the protected article. Nothing 
can be gained by going out of our way to cherish and propagate such a delusion 
as this. Assuming, however, that copyright in books is to be maintained. Sir 
Louis Mallet is of opinion that the necessary protection would be better given 
by a system of royalties, under which authors should have, instead" of the 
exclusive right of publishing their books, a right to receive a definite sum from 
the publisher for each copy sold. They would choose their own publisher, in 
the first instance ; but as soon as the book appeared, every one would be free 
to reprint it, subject to paying the prescribed royalty. The fatal objection to this 
proposal appears to be that it would substitute for a right on the part of authors 
to recover the proceeds of their books, a right to bring an indefinite number 
of actions for the proceeds. Whenever a popular book was published, it would 
be immediately reprinted by scores of needy men, who would count upon making 
sufficient money to pay themselves, and be quite indifferent to their chance of 
making sufficient money to pay the author. He would have the right, no doubt, 
to sue for his royalty, but the right to sue and the power of recovery are not 
identical ; and, in the case of a bankrupt publisher, the two would be so invari- 
ably and inevitable dissociated, that the author would very soon learn not to 
throw good money after bad. In fact, the publication of books in reliance on 
the author not thinking it worth while to sue fur a royalty which he would never 
expect to get, would become a recognized and profitable form of the bookselling 
trade. It is plain that, if it is worth while to protect authors at all, it is 
worth while to protect them effectually, and permission to bring costly actions 
against men of straw is the least effective of all modes of legal protection. 
It is a further objection to the royalty system, that it would deprive an author 
of the very harmless right which he now enjoys of determining in what form his

books shall appear. In some cases the withdrawal of this right might prevent 
the author from publishing his books at all. Imagine, for example, Mr. Ruskin's 
feelings in seeing his works printed on bad paper, in scarcely legible type, bound 
in gaudily gilt cloth, and illustrated with cheap line engravings, after designs by 
some artist whose work he specially abhors. The chances are that under these 
circumstances he would have devoted all his energies to getting the law altered, 
and until he had succeeded, the world would have been the poorer. 

When it is conceded that the right of an author to the exclusive publication 
of his own books shall be recognized and protected, the only question that 
remains is for what length of time this protection shall be granted. The term 
fixed by the existing law is the author's life and seven years after his death, or 
forty-two years from the date of publication, whichever is the longer period. 
The Commissioner propose the author's life and thirty years after his death ; Sir 
Louis Mallet proposes a term of fifty years from the date of publication. It is 
plain that, ccBteris paribus^ a fixed and easily ascertainable term is preferable to a 
term the duration of which must remain uncertain so long as the author is alive, 
and we fail to see the force of the arguments which have determined the Com- 
missioners to reiect Sir Louis Mallet's suggestion. They prefer a term depending 
on the author's lifetime, partly because they think it will make a better provision 
for the author's family, partly because it will secure the expiration of all an 
author's copyrights at the same date, and partly because it supplies in the death 
of the author a point from which the expiration of the copyright can be exactly 
and easily computed. Sir Louis Mallet shows that the first and last of these 
advantages do not exist in fact, while the second is not really an advantage. The 
copyrights that are most likely to remain in the possession of an author's family 
are those belonging to books written late in life. The earlier copyrights will in 
many cases have been sold, a writer who has his reputation to make being 
seldom anxious to retain the right of publication, if he can make even slightly 
better terms for himself by parting with it. In the case of books written shortly 
before death, a fixed period, if it is sufficiently long, will be of greater benefit to 
the author's family than a shorter period beginning to run from his death. As 
regards the difficulty of fixing the date of publication, it applies with at least 
equal force to the fixing the date of death, except in the case of writers who 
have become famous; and it might easily be removed, by making it compulsory, 
if copyright were to be claimed, to affix the date of first registration to every 
copy of a book. It would be no greater hardship to impose this obligation than 
to insist on the appearance of a printer's name. The fact that with a fixed term 
of copyright the first edition of a work may be reprinted before the later and 
improved editions does not seem to constitute an objection of any weight. 
Indeed, it perhaps operates beneficially for the public, as supplying an induce- 
ment to the owner of the copyright in the later editions to reprint them at a 
cheaper rate. The objections which Sir Louis Mallet urges to a term dependent 
on the author's life seem to have much more force than any which can be alleged 
against a fixed term. Why should the Legislature create needless inequalities, 
by protecting the earlier and probably immature works of an author for a longer 
term than it accords in the case of his later and presumably more mature works, 
or give protection for a great number of years in the case of a man who writes 
a book at twenty-five and lives to be seventy, and for a much smaller number 
of years in the case of a man who writes a book at twenty-five and dies art thirty. 
A fixed term of half a century from the date of registration, that date being 
necessarily affixed to a book, in order to make the republication of it illegal, 
would answer every useful purpose of copyright in the simplest attainable manner. 
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ON THE CARE OF BOOKS. 

(From the London Saturday Revieiv?) 

* * * The spread of circulating libraries, it is to be feared, does a great 
deal to foster bad habits in the care of books. These institutions tend to breed 
a democratic disrespect of the personality of books, and they encourage the lax 
notions already only too prevalent with regard to property in the book forai. 
With many people the raison d'itre of a book is to be borrowed ; the owner 
owns it that he may lend it, and the borrower is in no way bound to take care 
that he returns it as he got it — if, indeed, he returns it at all. For bringing out 
any latent selfishness there may be in the character there is nothing like a 
borrowed book. The man who will be as careful of your horse as of his own. 
who will make a point of sending back your overcoat scrupulously brushed, and 
will even remember to return your umbrella, will not have the self-denial to 
refrain from reading your book over a fire or under buttered toast. When you 
see a page decorated with a complete solar system of grease-spots, you may 
depend upon it the book has been lent ; that was never the doing of its lawful 
owner. Jagged edges tell the same tale ; the book borrower trusted with an 
uncut book will cut the leaves with anything that comes to hand ; but in general 
he acts on the principle that fingers were made before paper knives. In days 
gone by, when lamps and patent wicks were not so common, the point of the 
snuffers was a favorite substitute. One of the mysteries connected with book 
borrowing is the rage for making marginal notes which it seems to develop. That 
a man should mark passages for future references in his own book is intelligible ; 
but why he should be so particular in marking a book which he will probably 
never set eyes on again is beyond conjecture. Nor is it easy to see why he 
cannot keep from expressing strong opinions, like " stuff," " rubbish," " bosh," 
" true poetry," " capital ! " and so forth, w^hich authors in his own possession 
never seem to call for. This is one of the tricks that lending-libraries are apt to 
confirm into habits, and it is probably only a survival of the passion for daubing 
and scribbling in books which is one of the less agreeable instincts of childhood. 
For children, unfortunately, must be counted among the enemies of books. If 
a book is not illustrated, they remedy the defect after their own fashion ; and 
if it is, they are careful to show their sense of the illustrator's want of imagination. 
No artist ever comes up to a child's ideal, and the more suggestive his work is 
the more it suffers. If to this we add the jam, butter and sticky nastiness of 
one sort or another with which youngsters mark their approval of an author, 
we cannot wonder if lovers of books are not always lovers of children also, or 
that Charles Lamb should have pledged the memory of the " much maligned 
good King Herod." Of course, as far as children are concerned, the evil is in 
some degree preventable, but it is not so easy to keep books out of the hands 
of the detrimental book borrower. Not a bad plan is to have handsomely bound 
a genuine circulating-library copy — a well spotted and scrawled one — of some 
popular work, which, before he has had time to exercise the droit d ' emprtmteur 
among your shelves, you can carelessly show him as an example of " what comes 
of lending books to people who have no respect for them." It may put him off 
altogether, for his borrowing is not prompted by a desire for knowledge. At 
any rate it may have the happy effect of compelling in some slight degree that 
" reverent care" of books which, after all, is the true end of binding, book-cases 
and bibliophilism in general.

Bryant's Thanatopsis. In the nec- 
rology of the year 1878, hardly any name 
has attracted a wider attention than that 
of William Cullen Bryant, who, as 
poet, editor and representative citizen, 
had become known to three generations 
of Americans, while through his poetical 
work, at least, his name was also hon- 
ored on the other side of the Atlantic. 
His life was a full and busy one, but 
was singularly rounded and complete. 
All the work that he did was well done ; 
nothing seemed hurried, superficial, or 
fragmentary. Although there was in 
his literary fame a steady growth, the 
Thanatopsis, the first poem published 
over his own name, remailis after tht; 
lapse of nearly three-quarters of a cen- 
tury, the one by which he is best known, 
and which is in many ways the most 
characteristic of his genius. The poet 
Stoddard says of it : "I know nothing 
like it in English literature, nothing that 
is at once so grave, so sustained, so ma- 
ture and so universal. The feeling 
which pervades it, the solemn reflection 
which inspires it, belongs to all human- 
ity and to all time, and is apart from 
all religions." The publishers feel as- 
sured 3iat in putting this great poem 
into a fitting and attractive form, and 
embellishing it with the illustrations of 
that inaster of designing and engraving, 
W. J, Linton, they are doing a work 
that will receive a cordial appreciation 
from the public. This illustrated edi- 
tion, the first separate edition of the 
poem ever issued, was planned with the 
author some months before his death. 
It will be issued uniform with the Flood 
of YearSy published in 1877, and the two 
poems will also be put in one volume, 
under the title, Bryant's First and Last 
■Poems, and bearing on the cover, the 
dates 1817 and 1877. 



Tyler's American Literature. 

Perhaps the most important work of a 
purely literary character that the year 
will produce, will be the History of 
American Literature, by Prof. Moses 
CoiT Tyler, of which the first two vol- 
umes, covering the Colonial period, 1697- 
1765, are promised for November. A 
quotation from the author's preface will 
give the best statement of the ** raison 
d'etre " of the work. 

" The History of American Litera- 
ture, now offered to the public, is the 
first attempt ever made to give a sys- 
tematic and critical account of the lite- 
rary development of the American peo- 
ple. It is not a mere cyclopaedia of 
literature; or a series of detached bio- 
graphical sketches accompanied by ex- 
tracts ; but an analytic and sustained 
narrative of our literary history from 
the earliest English settlement in Amer- 
ica down to the present time. The 
work is the result of original and inde- 
pendent studies prosecuted by the au- 
thor for the past ten years, and gives an 
altogether new analysis of American 
literary forces and results during nearly 
three centuries. The present volume — 
a complete work in itself — covers the 
whole field of our history during the 
Colonial time. 

Mason's Old House Altered. 

Every reader of the " Library Com- 
panion " lives in a house, (even although 
he may as a flat-holder occupy but a 
part of one) and has therefore a di- 
rect interest in the wide question of do- 
mestic architecture. To this large class 
Mr. Mason's volume is addressed, and it 
will be found full of valuable suggestions 
for the better-planning and better-adorn- 
ing of homes, large and small, costly and 
modest, and these suggestions are set 
forth and illustrated with such fascinat- 
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ing designs, reproduced from the au- 
thor's pen and ink sketches, that the 
reader will find himself under an im- 
mediate temptation to put them into 
practice ; like Mr. Squire's pupils who, 
when they had spelt B o t i n y , went 
out into the garden and " did botiny," 
by weeding the onions. So that while 
the book itself costs but $2 50, the read- 
ing of it .may cause the outlay of sundry 
dollars more, but it should be money 
well spent. 

Apple-Blossoms : Poems by Two 

Children. Precocious children are, as 
a rule, articles to run away from, and to 
be treated rather with judicious repres- 
sion than with undue encouragement ; 
but there are exceptions to all rules, and 
to this one an exception must certainly 
be made in favor of the young Berk- 
shire poets, Elaine and Dora Good- 
ale. Their lives have been spent on a 
hillside farm where, while secluded from 
the hurry and noise of the outer world, 
they appear to have had access to good 
reading, and to have been led uncon- 
sciously to select good literary models. 

Their poems express naturally, simply 
and gracefully the impressions made 
upon them by the beautiful nature in 
which they lived, for the beauty of 
which they had rarely keen and delicate 
perceptions. The Springfield Republican 
says of the book : "a volume that will 
be welcomed as a real literary treasure. 
* * * The rare other-worldly life of 
two children to whom God has given 
genius, and genius of such a sort, that 
it is hardly likely to dissipate with the 
years which change and mature. ♦ * * 
Exquisite glimpses of nature and child- 
hood." The volume contains portraits 
of the two sisters, whose childlike faces 
give a fresh fascination to the reading 
of their work. 

Thwing's American Colleges. 

There are in the United States no less 
than 311 colleges, of which Ohio contains 
28, the greatest number in any one state, 
Pennsylvania follows with 27, and Illinois 



comes third with 24. The 311 colleges 
contain 26,000 pupils, of whom New 
York contributes 3,000, Ohio 2,200, and 
Pennsylvania, 2,100. Into the vexed 
question, as to whether there are more 
colleges than the country requires, or 
than can be properly supported, we 
need not here enter. These statistics 
will in any case show how large is the 
class who are directly interested in the 
facts, descriptions and conclusions that 
Prof. Thwing has presented in his com- 
pact but comprehensive little volume, 
and when to these are added the stu- 
dents preparing for college, the instruct- 
ors in charge of the preparatory work, 
and, last but not least, the parents who 
pay the bills, and who are supposed to 
measure the results, it is evident that 
any book of real purpose and ability 
devoted to college questions, should not 
lack readers.* 

Prof. Thwing's volume is thoughtful, 
earnest and suggestive, and can but be 
of great service to many. 

Chadwick's The Bible of To- 
day. Hardly any series of questions 
have absorbed more of the thinking 
life of man than those arising from the 
consideration of his Bibles, from his 
faith in or his scepticism about the 
higher teachings, the "revelations" 
given to his race. And this absorption 
is certainly fully justified ; for what 
subject could equal in importance that 
of the authority on which he believes to 
rest the standards and principles of his 
life ? 

The bibliography of the Bible of the 
Christian world is therefore already 
enormous, and does not appear likely 
to diminish, as it reflects from year to 
year the change in the mental position? 
of succeeding generations. Mr. Chad* 
wick's volume is planned to present "^ 
compact and comprehensive introduc- 
tion to the Old and New Testament, 
and the Apocrypha, giving some ac* 
count of each particular book, its date 
and authorship as far as known, its con* 
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tents and character, and aim, and its 
relation to the general development of 
the time in which it appeared. It is 
written from the standpoint of modern 
criticism ; but is rational and reverent, 
and the style is clear and straightfor- 
ward." 

Sunderland's What is the Bible ? 

is written from the same general stand- 
point as the above, but does not pretend 
to treat with so much thoroughness the 
special history of the Christian Bible. 
It describes the origin and growth ofj 
the various great sacred books or Bibles 
of the world, and the men by whom, 
and circumstances under which they 
were produced ; discusses .the theories 
of inspiration, revelation and infalli- 
bility, and gives a general summary of 
the evidences for the views it upholds. 
It includes also a brief bibliography of 
works relating to the subjects treated. 
The work is written in a simple pop- 
ular style, and while of interest to the 
student, is perfectly comprehensible to 
the least scholarly. 

Flemming's Cupid and The 
Sphinx. Literature is all embracing, 
and must include all phases of life ; a 



place, must be found for fiction as well as 
for the Bibles. " Cupid and The Sphinx" 
belongs to the higher class of fiction ; it is 
a " character-novel." There is incident 
enough, an ingenious plot, and vivacious 
narrative ; but the real interest depends 
upon . the gradual development of the 
relations between the characters, and of 
their influence upon each other. The 
principal scenes of the story are laid in 
Egypt, and the local coloring is pre- 
served with a strength and vividness that 
shows for the author not merely a resi- 
dence in the country, but an exceptional 
keenness of perception for its salient 
traits and features. 

The Leavenworth Case. This is 
also a powerful novel, but its power de- 
pends upon very different qualities ; there 
is good portrayal of the several charac- 
ters, who stand out clearly and with indi- 
viduality ; but the special force of the 
author appears in the construction and 
elaboration of the plot, which in its 
capacity for holding absorbed the atten- 
tion of the reader, reminds one of Wilkie 
Collins at his best. The " Leavenworth 
Case " is the kind of a book the reader 
will be tempted to burn midnight oil over.

Republic in France is no longer an ex- 
periment but a settled fact, and as far 
from being, as has been feared, and as 
in past French Republics has certainly 
been the case, a disturbing and revolu- 
tionary influence, in Europe, it is at the 
moment by far the most self-sustained, 
the most conservative, the most domes- 
tic of European governments. 

It is certainly a reversal of history 
when Englishmen are complaining of 
the absplutism of ** one-man power,** 
and the world at large is dreading or

American product, silver, will not admit 
that they have been checked at all, and 
are as ready as ever to insist that the 
creditors of the Republic ought to be 
happy to take 84 cents in silver as the 
equivalent of 100 cents of gold. 

In. view of the difficulty that some of 
the said creditors find in getting 50 cents 
on the dollar, or any cents at all, from a 
number of states, counties and town- 
ships, in which they were so unwise 
some years ago as to place confidence, 
perhaps they ou^ht to be happy with 
their 41 2 J^ grains of silver. There are 
many American citizens however who 
are not satisfied, as a matter either of 
honor or of policy, to see the credit of 
the National government sink as low as 
that of Tennessee, Mi.ssonri, Virginia 
and Louisiana, and ihey propose, before 
there can be enough of the 412^ grain 
dollars in the market to seriously affect 
the [payment of obligations, national or 
individual, to use their best efforts to 
put a stop to the further issue of-lhese 
unworihy coins, and to educate our 
voters and legislators to an appreciation 
of the fact that there is neither honesty, 
wisdom, nor even saving, in the scaling 
down of debts by 16. per cent. 

Foremost among these workers is the 
Hon. Carl Schurz, the able Secretary 
of the Interior, whose utterances on the 
currency question have always been 
clear-headed, comprehensive, and to the 
point. 

His lecture upon Honest Money and 
Labor delivered in Boston last fall, has 
now been issued, after a careful revision, 
as No. 1 1 of the Series of " Economic 
Monograph*^."

monograph sets forth clearly and con- 
cisely the services rendered to the com- 
munity by the present national banking 
system, and the baselessness and absurd- 
ity of the assaults upon it. 

The Currency Question, by Judge 
R. W. HuGHts, of Norfolk. Va., deals 
\>'ith both the currency and the banking 
questions, and is an able argument^* 
against those who would make the gov- 
ernment an unlimited bank of issue of 
irredetmable paper promises, and those 
who would restore the antiquated sys- 
tems of state banks, local money cen- . 
tres, and wild-cat issues of notes, of no 
value beyond the immediate neighbor- 
hood of their places of issue. 

This volume will be likely to have a 
specially important influence among 
Southern voters and readers.
